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Hugh Holman to Speak on September 24: 


Thomason Library Dedication 


J,,\ormal ceremonies dedicating Presbyterian College’s new 
[' $1.6 million James H. Thomason Library will be held 
on September 24, with Dr. C. Hugh Holman °36 of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina as the principal speaker. 

In the symbolic highlight of the occasion, Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomason will step forward to cut the ribbon at the main 
entrance of the building named in his honor. This retired 
Laurens County business leader has been a generous bene- 
factor and interested patron of the College over the past six 
years. His initial gift of $250,000 to the library building 
program in 1968 and his subsequent deferred gift valued at 
$500,000 make him the single largest individual donor in PC 
history. He also has contributed smaller amounts. 

A main feature within the building is the Eugene T. 
Wilson Learning Center, named for Alumnus Eugene T. 
Wilson, former pastor of Atlanta’s Peachtree Presbyterian 
Church which gave the facility in his honor. He also will 
participate in the dedication. 

The September 24 program, held in conjunction with the 
morning student assembly, will start in Belk Auditorium with 
the address and litany of dedication and will conclude at the 
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library with a brief performance by the PC choir and the final 
ceremonies. President Marc C. Weersing, Trustee Chairman 
J. Austin Dilbeck, Librarian Lennart Pearson and student 
leaders also will participate. 

The Thomason Library, situated in the center of the 
campus, was completed just in time to begin serving students 
at the start of the fall semester. The air-conditioned facility 
encompasses 45,000 square feet distributed over three levels 
and has a capacity for 175,000 volumes. 

Hugh Holman, a 1936 PC graduate, is the Kenan pro- 
fessor of English who previously has served UNC as provost 
and as graduate school dean. He was a professor and then 
academic dean at Presbyterian before going in 1946 to North 
Carolina, where he earned his PhD degree and has distin- 
guished himself as a teacher, administrator and writer. Dr. 
Holman is considered an authority on Southern literature and 
on Thomas Wolfe in particular. He is the author and co- 
author of a number of critical works, including A Handbook 
of Literature, the author of numerous articles and editor of 
such volumes as The Thomas Wolfe Reader and The World 
of Thomas Wolfe. 


95th Session Brings New Faculty, Return to Semesters 


An opening convocation address by Dr. Fred C. Davison, 
president of the University of Georgia and a PC trustee, 
launched the College into its 95th session with 842 students 
enrolled for the fall semester. 

That total—composed of 500 men and 342 women—was 
under last year’s record 879. A review of 1974 registration 
figures indicated the main drop came as a result of greater 
selectivity in admitting transfers. 

This fall, after operating under the 13-13-7 calendar for 
the past four years, PC returned to the semester system. It 
combines the regular fall semester with a flexible spring 
semester which expands for optional off-campus study in May.

PC Balances Budget 16th Year; 
But Inflation Pressures Build 


PC operated with a balanced budget in 1973-74 for the 
16th consecutive year, the auditing firm of S. D. Leidesdorf 
& Co. officially reported last month. 

“It does not mean we have enough funds for our needs,” 
President Weersing said, “but simply that we force ourselves 
to operate within the bounds of what God has provided us. 
This is a responsibility we owe our supporting constituencies, 
and we hope it merits their increased support. Inflationary 
pressures are so great that PC will need more support in the 
months ahead to keep the budget balanced.” 

Besides the budget gifts of the Synod of the Southeast, 
PC receives current operating funds through endowment in- 
come and through Annual Giving contributions from alumni, 
parents and friends. 

The report by the certified public accountants showed 
Presbyterian College with revenues of $3,588,281 and ex- 
penditures of $3,583,819 for the fiscal year which ended 
last May 31. 

In the area of capital funds added to plant and endowment 
over the past fiscal year, PC’s net plant fund increased by 
$352,000 while the endowment rose by $280,000. 

As the College moves into its 95th session, it now has 
total assets valued at $17 million, plant and equipment 
amounting to $11 million, and an endowment of $5 million.

$25,000 and the Thomason Fountain: 


Beautified Center Plaza 
Where Judd Once Stood 


nother $25,000 gift to Presbyte- 
A rian College from retired Laurens 
County businessman James H. Thoma- 
son, Sr., gives impetus to the develop- 
ment of a beautified center plaza with 
walkways and fountain in the campus 
area in front of the new Thomason 
Library. 

Business Manager G. Edward Camp- 
bell said the funds will go into the 
Thomason Library Endowment to help 
underwrite operating costs. The foun- 
tain will be named for the donor. 

Thomason earlier had made substan- 
tial contributions to PC for library 
construction and other purposes as 
indicated in the library dedication story 
on page one. 

Work already has begun on the cen- 
ter plaza, in the area between Neville 
Hall and Richardson Science Hall 
which was occupied by Judd Building 
until it burned last December. Land- 
scaping follows the natural contours of 
the section which measures 200 feet 
wide by 360 feet long. In the center 
will be a 20 by 40-foot elliptical pool 
with a three-spray fountain lighted 
from within the water. 

Outer walkways also will form an 
ellipse, and there will be four interest 
points with statuary and benches at 
each corner of the area. Cultivation 


over the next several months will add 
lawn grasses and plantings of azaleas, 
camellias, dogwoods, junipers, spiraea, 
and various other shrubs, flowers and 
bulbs natural to this region. 

The work is being done by Clinton 
contractor George Reid and the PC 
maintenance department following a 
plan designed by landscape architect 
Hugh Harris of Greensboro, N. C.
